N Chrift’s Paffion wie- 
ther did the Divine [uf- 
fer with bis humane Na- 
tuve ? if you holdthe Ne- 
Zative, with what Pro- 
priety of Speeco can it 
be faid (as it vulgarly 
is) that God fuffered for 
us, when as the Divine 
Nature fuffered not. 

A. The Infinite Na- 
ture of God cannot by any external Acculati- 
on tuffer any Change in its intrinfick and effential 
Perfections, one of which is his Incapacity of fuffer- 
ings, or his entire Freedom from all Pafiions or Per- 
turoations, This Perfection of God is founded upon 
his Immurabiliry, which is an Attribuce that che 
Scripture frequently affigns him ; and ic is the greac- 
eft.of Abfurdities to imagine, that he that is immmu- 
table cou’d faffer, or he chat is immortal con’d die. 
The Affaumption of the humans put no manner of 
Imperfection upon the Divine Nature, no more than 
the Rays of the Sun fuffer any Polluuon from the 
noifom Bodies through which they infinuate them- 
felves. It has been therefore always the Faith of 
true Relicvers, that only the humane Nature of Chrift 
fuffered, and that rhe Divine fupported bim in thofe 
Sufferings, and raifed him from che Dead. This ts 
the Language of the Scripture, Chri/t fuffered in the 
Flefls, but was quickened by the Spirit, 1 Pet. 3. 18. 
The feeming Difficulty of faying that God {uffered, 
when yet we profefs the Divine Nature is impafli- 
ble admits an eafy Solucion, if we consider the inti- 
mate Union of the Divine with the humane Nature, 
For by Reafon of the Incarnation it is proper to jay 
God is R4dan: From whence it follows that whatever 
of Neceffity belongs to the bnmane Nature, may be 
{poker of God, and confequently God the Son being 
not only God; bur alfo Man, {uffered, though not in 
his Deity, by Reafon of which he is truly God; yet 
in his Humanity, by which he who is truly God, is as 
truly Man. .
